“VE WILL NOT

“And ye will not come 
life.” —John 5:40. 


There is nothing more sad and 
nothing more strange than that 
when there is a Saviour who is 
enough for all the world, so few 
should come to Him to be saved. 
If a lifeboat were sent out to a 
wreck sufficient to save all the 
crew and if it came back with less 
than half of them, you would in- 
quire with anxiety why the rest 
had not been saved by it. Just so, 
when Christ has come to seek and 
save that which was lost and yet 
the vast majority are unsaved, it 
behooves us to inquire why so 
many are not saved by Christ. We 
have the answer in these words: 
“Ye will not come to me, that ye 
might have life.” Sinners are 
lost, not by reason of anything in 
Christ, but by reason of something 
in themselves. They will not come 
to Christ, that they might have 
life. 

I. It Is Not by Reason of Any- 
thing in Christ That Sin- 
ners Are Lost 

1. It is not because Christ is 
not sufficient to save all. The 
whole Bible shows that Christ is 
quite sufficient to save all the 
world; that all the world would be 
saved if all the world were to 
come to Christ: “Behold the Lamb 
of God, which taketh away the 
sin of the world” (John 1:29). The 
meaning of that is, not that the 
sins of the whole world are now 
taken away. It is quite plain that 


| the whole world is not forgiven 


at present. Because the whole

world is not saved: Because God

to me, that ye might have 


everywhere calls sinners to repent- 


ance, and the first work of the 
Spirit is to convince of sin—of the 
heavy burden that is now lying on 
Christless souls. Because forgive- 
ness in the Bible is everywhere 
attached to believing. 


When they brought to Jesus a 
man sick of palsy, Jesus, seeing 
his faith, said unto him: “Son, be 
of good cheer; thy sins are for 
given thee.” Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thou shalt be 
saved. The simple truth of the 
Bible is that Christ hath suffered 
and died in the stead of sinners— 
as a common person in their stead; 
and every man who is a sinner 
hath a right to come. 


Christ is quite sufficient for 
ali, and I would prove it by this 
argument: If He was sufficient for 
one sinner, then He must be suf- 
ficient for all, The great difft- 
culty with God (I speak as a man) 
was, not how to admit many sin- 
ners into His favor but how te 
admit one sinner into His favor. 
If that difficulty has been got 
over in Jesus Christ, then the 
whole difficulty has been got 
over. If one sinner may come unte 
God clothed in Christ, then afl 
sinners may. If one sinner may

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go in and violate the sanctity of 
that man’s home, believing, in his 
mental ‘incompetency and in his 
moral degeneracy that it was all 
right, that man would be the first 
to say that it was wrong and 
that it shouldn’t have been. done. 
I do not know why so many times 
we say things that we do not 
mean and do not believe. 

Well, Samson was_ well-born. 
“And the child grew, and the Lord 
blessed him. And the Spirit of the 
Lord came mightily upon 
him.” Whenever it is said of him 
—as it is said of Samson half a 
dozen times—that the Spirit of 
the Lord is upon him, that young 
man is a mighty engine of human 
ingenuity, energy and _ power. 
When the Spirit of the Lord is 
upon Samson, or anybody else— 
man, woman, boy, or girl—under 
God, that person is a mighty en- 
gine of spiritual power, because 
the Spirit of God is no weakling. 
But when Samson’s feet’ called 
Yim into the bypaths of the mea- 
dows, places that the Spirit of 
God should not go and would not 
go with blessing, Samson, the 
erstwhile giant, became a toy, a 
plaything, in the hands of sin. 

Samson in Love 

The next thing said about Sam- 
son is the thing usually said very 
early in life of the average young 
chap—he fell in love. The only 
trouble was, he fell in love with 
the wrong young woman. Now, I 
know of only one thing worse 
than a young man falling in love 
with the wrong young woman and 
that is a young woman falling in 
love with the wrong young man. 

Samson fell in love, but he fell 
in love with a Philistine maiden. 
I am going to stick pretty close 
to this Bible story. You just 
follow along. Samson went down 
to his mother and father and said, 
‘I’ve found me a girl whom I want 
for my wife, and I want you to 
get her for me.’ It was customary 
for the parents to perfect the 
engagement. Samson said, ‘ I have 
found me a girl whom I love, (love 
at first — and I want her for 
my w:°fe.’ 

They said, ‘Wait a minute. Why 
don’t you fall in love with one of 
your own kind?’ (You had better 
take heed to what Dr. Rice has 
written regarding the unequal 
yoke and see what the Bible has 
to say about it.) 

‘Oh, but I have found her and 
I want her for my wife!’ 

Love at first sight had its way 
back in that day. So with heavy 
hearts and dragging footsteps 
Samson’s father and mother start- 
ed down to that Philistine camp. 
Samson—shy, awkward, backward 
modest youth that he was—held 
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The Sword of the Lord

back several paces. The Bible says 
that a lion came out in front of 
him. I went to see my girl many 
a time when I felt as_ if 
I could have killed a lion, but none 
ever did come out! But one came 
out here. and the Bible says that 
Samson took his bare hands, slew 
that lion and flung the carcass 
over to one side. Out of it came 
that gambling proposition. 

When they were married, the 
Philistines came to his’ wife say- 
ing, ‘Now you find the answer to 
that riddle. If you don’t, we will 
kill you-and burn your father’s 
house.’ 

Sometimes people ask, “Why is 
it that the world, the flesh and 
the Devil get along so much 
faster than the church of the Lord 
Jesus Christ?” Well, I am not so 
sure that the world, the flesh and 
the Devil have the easy time that 
some people would have you and 
me to believe that they have. Let 
me make an observation. In the 
accomplishment of their purposes, 
the world, the flesh, and the Devil 
may lie, cheat, rob, assassinate, 
steal and shoot their stuff, but the 
church of the living God, the peo- 
ple of Christ must pursue the even 
tenor of their course down the 
straight and narrow, as marked 
out in the Word of God. 

These people said, ‘You tell us 
the answer. If you don’t, we will 
kill you and burn your ‘father’s 
house.’ Well, she didn’t want to 
die, neither did she want to bring 
trouble on her father’s house. So 
she started out and found the 
answer from her husband. She 
was not the first wife nor the 
last, to get the answer. She went 
and told the Philistines. ‘After 
all,’ 1 guess she thought, ‘it doesn’t 
amount to much anyhow.’ So she 
went and told the Philistines and 
they told Samson. He said, ‘If 
you hadn’t been fooling around 
with my wife, you wouldn’t have 
known the answer.’ 

That made him a little mad, so 
he went out and “killed thirty 
Philistines because of a gambling 
debt. But he was mad at his wife, 
and the Bible says he went off and 
pouted for some days. 

Did you ever see a pouting hus- 
band? A pouting husband is a 
pretty article—with his lips like 
a bridal train in reverse. Samson 
was the champion pouter of all 
time. He went off and pouted for 
several days. Finally he started 
back to see his wife, and her father 
said, ‘Wait a minute; what are 
you going to do?’ | 

He said, ‘I’m going to see my 
wife.’ 

Her father said, ‘You can’t do 
that. I’ve given her to a friend.’ 

Womanhood was cheap in that 
day, and womanhood is. still cheap 
with some people today. 

That made Samson mad all] over 
again. He must have been part 
Irish! He went out and caught 
three hundred foxes. If there is 
anybody I have felt sorry for all 
my life, it is foxhunters. A bunch 
of men go out with a pack of 
hounds, hunt all night and come 
home early in the morning and 
catch nothing except fits when 
they get home. 

Samson went out by himself. 
He didn’t have any dogs. As far 
as the record shows he didn’t have 
any other men with him: but Sam- 
son caught three hundred foxes! 

He took those foxes and tied 
them together tail to tail and he 
put a firebrand between each two 
foxes’ tails. (Incidentally that is 
the first mention of tail lights 
in history!) Then he turned them 
loose in the cornfields of the 
Philistines. In a little while they 
were nothing but smoking, burn- 
ing embers. He was a little tired 
and sleepy and hot after that. 
Brother, you handle three hundred 
foxes and a little fire in between 
them, and see if you are not a 
little hot, and tired and sleepy! So 
Samson went up on a hill and 
went to sleep. 

By that time thé Philistines’ had 
gotten stirred up. Then things 
sure did happen around there. 
They came down to the Israelites 
and asked, ‘Where is Samson ?’ 

‘What do you want with him?’ 

‘Look out yonder at those black 
fields. Where is Samson? What 
we wii! do to him will be a plenty!’ 

They said, ‘Wait a minute, wait

men marched yp a hill after one 
man. There is a tribute for you. 
“And five of you shall chase an

The truth is that he 
just didn’t want to have to hurt 
his own folks. 

Let me tell you something. I am 
not worried one bit about what the 
world, the flesh and the Devil 
think about me. I know what 
they think about me; I know what 
they think about my ministry. The 
only time I would-ever worry, the 
only time I would think of real 
worry is to have my brethren in 
Christ turn on me _,and seek to 
rend me to pieces. I don’t like 
that! 

That is the way Samson felt. 
They said, ‘We wouldn't hurt you. 
We are for you.’ 

He said, ‘That’s all right. 
not worried about that 
down yonder.’ 

They tied him with two cords 
and he marched down at the head 
of the procession to the foot of 
that hill. When he got into the 
presence of those Philistines he 
tore those cords to pieces. He 
took the jawbone of an ass and 
slew a thousand men. He was a 
little hot and thirsty after that. 

Then, do you know what he 
did? He started murmuring, 
whining, complaining against Al- 
mighty God. God had done so 
much for Samson: given. him 
strength, heard his plea again and 
again and again—now Samson be- 
gins to murmur and whine and 
complain against God. An omnip- 
otent God, with stately stepping, 
came down the stairway of the 
skies “and made a hole in that 
jawbone and caused water to come 
out! Read it just like it is in 
the Word of God. If I didn’t 
worship a God who knew some 
things and could do some things, 
I would go and look for one. Some 
people just put a Mother Hub- 
bard on Him, then they wonder 
why they do not get anywhere in 
their spiritual experience, and in 
Christian victories. God _  slaked 
the thirst of old Samson.

of Samson is that he went into 
the house of a harlot in Gaza. I

He 
tore those ropes to pieces. 


Then I see in my imagination, 
and the Bible suggests as much, 
that a tear began to trickle from 
each eye and she said, ‘You don’t 
You are toying with 
me.~ You are playing with me. If 
you loved me, you would tell me.’ 
He got a little closer to it this 
time. He said, ‘If you weave my 
hair into that web and fasten it 
with a pin, I will be like anybody 
else.’ 

I had been in the ministry sev- 
eral years before I knew what 
that meant. Asiatic houses were 
and are low-topped and flat-roof- 
ed. They learn their architecture 
from the _ spider, bringing the 
supports out from the corners and 
side to a central post and fasten- 
ing those inner ends with a pin— 
web shaped.

I’m a Nazarite; a razor has never 
touched my head from my infancy 
up.’ : 
She saw that he told all that 
was in his heart; so she had those 
liers-in-wait ready and she sent 
for the Philistine barber. She 
caused Samson to go to sleep with 
his head in her lap. That Philis- 
tine barber cut his hair without 
waking him up. 

Then he arose and shook him- 
self, not knowing that the Spirit 
of the Lord had departed from 
him, and went out as before. Here 
is one of the saddest verses in the 
Bible. I have read it through. I 
have studied through the 1,189 
chapters of the Bible. I took.a 
two-year course, and I studied it 
through with one of my churches. 
According to their own  testi- 
monies, that course taught people 
to learn more Bible than they had 
learned any other time of their 
lives. I have studied God’s Word 
and here is one of the saddest 
verses in it.

They were going to have a great 
time, so there they were, thousands 
of them, crying out, ‘Great is our 
god, Dagon, because he hath de- 
livered Samson, the champion of 
God and God’s people into our 
hands.’ 

One of the most shameful things 
that ever takes place is when you 
and I live and walk and talk so 
that the world, the flesh and the 
Devil may laugh truthfully at us. 
Let them slander us if they have 
to lie in doing it. That is one 
thing. But when they can laugh 
truthfully - at a church member, 
that is a tragedy. That is a 
disgrace. Whenever you and I 
do things so that the worldling 
Says, “What are you talking to. 
me about Jesus for? You do the 
Same things I do. You use the 
same language I use. You go to 
the same places I go to. I don’t 
see any difefrence between your 
life and my life,” and when that 
worldling is telling the truth, it

you may doubt and wrangle about 
whether Christ be enough for 
your soul, but if you die Christless 
you will see that there was room 
enough under His wings but you 
would not. 


2. Sinners are lost not because 
Christ is unwilling to save’ all. 
The whole Bible shows that Christ 
is quite willing and anxious that 
all sinners should come to Him. 
The city of refuge in the Old Tes- 
tament was a type of Christ; and 
you remember that its gates were 
open by night and by day. The 
arms of Christ were nailed wide 
open when He hung. upon the 
cross; and this was a figure of 
His wide willingness to save all, 
as He said: “I, if I be lifted up 
from the earth, will draw all men 
unto me” (John 12:32). But 
though His arms’ were firmly 


nailed, they are more firmly nail- 
ed wide open now by His love and 
compassion for perishing sinners 
than ever they were nailed to the 
tree. 

There is no unwillingness in the 
heart of Jesus Christ. When peo- 
ple are willing and anxious about 
something, they do everything 
that lies in their power to bring it 
to pass. So did Jesus. Christ 
“What could have been done more 
for my vineyard, that I have not 
done in it?” (Isa. 5:4). 

But if they are very anxious 
they will attempt it again and 
again. So did Jesus Christ: “O 
Jerusalem, Jerusalem how 
often would I have gathered thy 
chiidren together, even as a hen 
gathereth her chickens under her 
wings, and ye would not!” (Matt. 
23°37). 

But if they are still more anx- 
ious they will be grieved if they 
are disappointed. So was Jesus 
Christ: “When he came near, he 
beheld the city, and wept over it.” 
But if they are very anxious they 
will suffer pain rather than lose 
their object. So did Jesus Christ: 
The good Shepherd gave His life 
for the sheep. Ah! dear breth- 
ren, if you perish, it is not be- 
cause Jesus wishes you to perish.

IV. The Grinding of Sin 

The blinding of sin, the bind- 
ing of sin, and now think of the 
grinding of sin.

was over in Palestine I saw 
women grinding at the mill. Not 
only that, but Jesus said they are 
going to be doing that when He 
comes.

Samson was doing that. 

Sin is a terrible thing, yet some 
of you never thought of it. Did 
you know that you may destroy 
the virtue of a lassie, then you 
may be saved by grace, may be 
washed in the blood of the Lamb, 
and empowered by the Spirit, but 
—that lassie goes her way impure. 
Have you ever thought’ about 
that? You may teach some boy 
vulgarity and then you may be 
saved by grace, washed in the 
blood of the lamb, filled with the 
Spirit, but—that boy’s lips remain 
unclean. You may fruin your 
health in riotous living, or lose a 
limb in a drunken brawl and then 
you may be saved by grace. That 
doesn’t restore burned-out proto- 
plasm and tissues and a limb that 
is gone. 

Sin is a terrible thing.

strange it is that anxious souls do 
most of all doubt the willingness 
of Christ to be their Saviour, yet 
these should least of all doubt 
Him. If He is a willing Saviour 
to any, oh, surely He is & willing 
Saviour to a weary soul! 

- Remember the blind beggar of 
Jericho. He was in your case, 
blind and helpless, and he cried; 
“Jesus, thou son of David, have 
mercy upon me.” And when.the 
crowd bade him hold his peace, he 
cried so much the more. Was 
Jesus unwilling to be that beg- 
gar’s Saviour? He _ stood still, 
commanded him to be brought, 
and said: “Thy faith hath made 
thee whole.” He is the same will- 
ing Saviour still. Cry after Him; 
and though the world may bid you 
hold your peace, cry after Him 
just so much the more. 


A word to careless souls: You 
say Christ may be a willing Sav- 
iour to others, but surely not to 
you. Oh, yes! He is quite will- 
ing for you, too. See Him sitting 
by the well of Samaria, convincing 
one poor sinful woman of her sins 
and leading her to Himself. He 
is the same Saviour towards you 
this day. If you do perish, it is 
not because Christ is unwilling. 
He wills all men to be saved and 
to come to the knowledge of the 
truth. He pleads with you and 
says: “Turn ye, turn ye, why will 
ye die?” 

II. True Reasons Why Men 
Do Not Come to Jesus 
Christ. It Is Because 
They Will Not Come. 
The Reason Is Not 
in Christ, But in 
Themselves 
1. Ignorance of Jesus Christ is 
one reason why sinners do not 
come to Him. So it was with the 


Jews. They being ignorant of 
God’s righteousness and going 
about to establish their own 
righteousness, would not submit 


themselves to the righteousness of 
God. And so «it is with many 
sinners amongst us. They will 
not come to Jesus Christ because 
they do not know Him. 

It is quite amazing the great 
ignorance which’ exists in 
midst of us. Some who have 
lived under the preached Word 
for years yet do not know who 
Jesus Christ is. He is ‘an utter 
stranger to them. Some do not 
know from whence:He came, or 
whither He has gone, or who sent 
Him into thé world, or why .He 
came, and why He suffered and 
obeyed. Many more have no per- 
sonal knowledge of Jesus Christ. 
They have had no revelation of 
Christ made to them. They are 
ignorant of His beauty and fitness 
to their own case as a Saviour: 
and therefore they will not come 
to Christ to have eternal life. 

In a shower of rain, you would 
not turn aside into a shelter un- 
less you knew that there was a 
Shelter there. Though you had 
lived at the time of the flood, if 
you lived in complete ignorance 
of the ark, it is plain you would 
not have fled to it; or even if you 
had known it and seen it and 
heard of it, yet if you did not 
know the use of it you would 
never have fled to it. So 
with sinners now. Many do not 
know about Jesus Christ, though 
He is the only ark; and therefore 
they will not come to Him. Many 
know something about Jesus 
Christ but they do not know the 
use of Him to their perishing 
souls; and so they also will not 
come to Christ to have life. 

Do not live in ignorance of Him, 
dear souls, I beseech you. Seek 
for Him as for silver, yea, search 
for Him as for hid treasures. Do 
not say you are too old to learn. 
If the Spirit be your teacher, He 
can make it quite easy. He can 
take of the things of Christ and 
show them unto you. Do not say 
you are too young to learn. Hap- 
piest they who know Him soonest! 
Happy lambs, that are soon gath- 
ered into the Saviour’s bosom! 

2. Another reason why sinners 


do not come to Christ is that they | 
have no sense that they need 


Him. If you had slain a man but 
had no sense that the blood-aven- 
‘ger was pursuing you, you would 
not flee to the city of refuge. If 


your vessel was sinking but you] 


did not perceive it, you would not 
get into the lifeboat. If you were 
sick and dying but had no sense 
of it, you would not send for the 


physician. Just so, if you have 
no sense of being under the wrath 


the} 


it is} 


of God and exposed to Hell, you 
will not come to Christ that you 
may have life. 


If you look around, you will see 
that the most of men Have no 
feeling of anxiety about their 
souls. You will find men anxious 
about their families; about their 
money or their goods; about their 
character in the world; but, ah! 
why so few come to Jesus Christ? 
I answer, Because so few are anx- 
ious ‘about their souls. Now, if 
a man be never awakened to flee 
from wrath it is plain and certain 
that he will never come to Jesus 
Christ. The three thousand were 
pricked in their hearts and then 
inquired after Christ. The jailer 
trembled for his soul and then was 
brought to rejoice in Christ Je- 
sus. But no one was ever brought 
to Christ without being convinced 
of sin. 


Careless persons, you should 
seek these convictions. They are 
easily lost. You should cry to 
God to make them deeper in your 
heart. If you lose them they may 
never come back. ‘/You may be- 
come another Lot’s wife—a pil- 
lar of salt. If you lose them you 
may never come to Christ, and 
never be saved. ; 

3. A third reason why sinners 
do not come to Christ is that the 
heart rises against Him. Many 
are brought in some measure to 
a sense of their sin and lost con- 
dition who yet cannot be per- 
suaded to come to Jesus Christ. 
It is not anything in Christ that 
prevents them—it is something 
that rises up jn their own hearts. 
Christ is quite open—He is a door 
which no man can shut; and they 
would fain be at rest in Him, and 
yet their proud hearts rise up 
against Him. 

There may be two reasons for 
this: (1) Perhaps your anxiety 
has set you upon establishing your 
own righteousness; and, therefore, 
you are too proud to come to Jesus 
Christ. This was the way with the 
Jews. They were not only ignorant 
of God’s righteousness, but they 
went about to establish their own
